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Oil rig explodes in Gulf 



11 workers missing 
after biast ratties 
driiiing piatform 

NEW ORLEANS Rescuers in helicopters and 
boats searched the Gulf of Mexico for ii miss- 
ing workers Wednesday after a thunderous 
explosion rocked a huge oil drilling platform 
and lit up the night sky with a pillar of flame. 
Seventeen people were injured, four critically 

The blast Tuesday night aboard the Deep- 
water Horizon rig 50 miles off the Louisiana 
coast could prove to be one of the nation’s 
deadliest offshore drilling accidents of the 
past half-century 

The Coast Guard held out hope that the 
missing workers escaped in one of the plat- 
form’s covered lifeboats. 

Nearly 24 hours after the explosion, the 
roughly 40o-by-25o-foot rig continued to 
burn, and authorities could not say when the 
flames might die out. A column of boiling 
black smoke rose hundreds of feet over the 
Gulf of Mexico as fireboats shot streams of 
water at the blaze. 

“We’re hoping everyone’s in a life raft,” 
Coast Guard Senior Chief Petty Officer Mike 
O’Berry said. 

Adrian Rose, vice president of rig owner 
Transocean Ltd., said the explosion appeared 
to be a blowout, in which natural gas or oil 
forces its way up a well pipe and smashes the 
equipment. But precisely what went wrong 


was under investigation. 

Crews were doing routine work before the 
explosion and there were no signs of trouble. 
Rose said. 

A total of 126 workers were aboard the rig 


when it blew up. The Coast Guard said 17 were 
taken by air or sea to hospitals. Four were re- 
ported in critical condition. Others suffered 
burns, broken legs and smoke inhalation. 

Nearly 100 other workers made it aboard 


a supply boat and were expected to reach the 
Louisiana shore by evening. 

Coast Guard environmental teams were on 
standby, though officials said the damage to 
the environment appeared minimal so far.

an inkwell and a bright blue security ribbon com- 
posed of thousands of tiny lenses that magnify 
objects in mysterious ways. Move the bill, and the 
objects move in a different direction. 

The new currency will not go into circulation 
until Feb. 10. That wiU give the government time 
to educate the public in the U.S. and around the 
world about the changes. 

“We estimate that as many as two-thirds of all 
$100 notes circulate outside the United States,” 
said Bernanke, who stressed that the $6.5 billion 
in $100 bills now in circulation will remain legal 
tender. 

The $100 bill is the last bill to undergo an ex- 
tensive redesign. The $50, $20, $10 and $5 bills all 
have been redesigned, but the $i bill isn’t getting 
a makeover.

Attack of the 
mega-strollers 

The sun is shining, the trees are budding, Chicagoans everywhere 
are shedding their winter coats and coming out of hibernation.

CITY PRIDES ITSELF ON BEING GREEN; 
LET’S SEE HOW ECO-FRIENDLY IT IS

Green is in. And Chicago 
loves to boast about its ef- 
forts to become the greenest 
city in America. Last year, the 
Natural Resources Defense 
Council ranked us loth on its 
smarter cities list for being 
environmentally friendly 
But how green are we? Earth 
Day (Thursday) is a perfect 
opportunity to check out the 
city’s green report on a few of 
the city’s initiatives.

River cleanup 

As part of the cleaning efforts, the city’s Streets and 
Sanitation Department has controlled a boat since 
2008 to pull debris out of the Chicago River and de- 
contaminate the water by injecting oxygen into the 
river, spokesman Matt Smith said. Last year, the boat 
fished out 247,250 pounds of refuse, he said. The boat 
goes out every day from roughly mid-March though 
the end of November, he said. 

By pumping 150,000 liters of oxygen into the wa- 
ter every hour, the city is decontaminating between 
10,000 and 20,000 gallons of water per minute, ac- 
cording to Streets and Sanitation. Another boat is 
used to remove graffiti along the riverbank. Smith 
said. 

On May 8, the city will mark the i8th annual Chi- 
cago River Day when Friends of the Chicago River 
and volunteers collect garbage and remove invasive 
vegetation. 



Rooftops 

Life is good, or should we say green, on 
top. Chicago would know with more than 
500 gardens and green roofs— which can 
feature plants, flowers and shrubs— com- 
pleted or under way That covers more than 
7 million square feet, said Larry Merritt, 
spokesman for the city’s Department of 
the Environment. 

In 2000, City Hall cultivated the first 
rooftop garden in Chicago, he said, which 
helps manage storm water and keep tem- 
peratures and costs low in the summer so 
not as much energy is expended on air con- 
ditioning. 

To brag even more, Chicago has the 
most LEED (Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design) certified building 
projects— 145— more than any city in the 
country according to the U.S. Green Build- 
ing Council. 



Green alleys 

In a city with more than 
1,900 miles of alleys, 
about 100 green alleys 
have been installed in 
Chicago since 2006, ac- 
cording to the Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 

Green alleys are made 
of recyclable materials 
such as tire rubber or 
permeable pavements so 
rain water can drain into 
the ground rather than 
puddling on hard surfaces 
or going into the sewer 
system. They can also be 
light-colored pavement 
to reflect sunlight instead 
of absorbing it. 








Urban gardens 

Chicago has been bit by the gardening bug ... sort of In a city 
of 2.8 million people, more than 40 community gardens — 
city-owned land where residents can plant freely— both orna- 
mental and edible, can be found. Other community gardens 
are available through organizations such as NeighborSpace. 

Chicagoans aren’t the only ones with green thumbs. City 
workers have installed more than 85 miles of landscaped me- 
dians to beautify the city since the 1990s, said Brian Steele, 
spokesman for the city’s Department of Transportation. 
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Recycling 

Remember blue bags? You’d throw your recyclables into the bags and 
throw the bags out with the garbage. Later, the bags then were sup- 
posed to be separated from the trash that goes to the landfill. 

Turns out the program, in effect since 1995, didn’t work. A Tribune 
investigation found the recycling rate— the amount of waste diverted 
from landfills and recycled— was only 8 percent, and not 25 percent 
like the city claimed. 

So the city cleaned up its act. It introduced blue recycling bins in 
2005 and finally kicked the blue bags to the curb in 2008. 

Only single-family homes and buildings of four units or fewer get 
city recycling service. The city also has 30 drop-off recycling centers. 

The city tested the blue carts starting in 2005 with 700 house- 
holds in Beverly, Smith said. The blue cart service now is available 
in 29 of the city’s 50 wards for a total of roughly 241,000 house- 
holds. But the service hasn’t expanded since last spring because of 
budget constraints. 

In 2009, 50,835 tons of recycled materials were collected in the bins 
plus 3,584 tons of yard waste, for a combined recycling rate of 14.8 per- 
cent, according to city data. That’s nearly double the amount of recy- 
clables collected in bins in 2008. 

What about recycling containers on public sidewalks? Smith said 
there are about 40 in the Loop, mainly on State, Dearborn and Clark 
streets from Wacker Drive to Congress Parkway 


Earth hour 

Lights were turned off for 
an hour last month for 
Earth Hour, a global cam- 
paign of World Wildlife 
Fund to raise awareness 
about climate change. 

It was the third con- 
secutive year Chicago par- 
ticipated and the Chicago 
Theatre, Navy Pier, Willis 
Tower, Merchandise Mart 
and the Wrigley Building 
were among more than 
200 downtown buildings 
flipping the switch and 
turning off their exterior 
lights, according to the 
World Wildlife Fund. 
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Green space 

Chicago has a lot of green space. Lincoln Park is the 
second-most-visited city park in the country with 
20 million annual users, behind New Y)rk’s Central 
Park, according to the Trust for Public Land. 

The Chicago Park District manages more than 

7.000 acres of parkland, including the 91-acre peninsu- 
la of Northerly Island, what was once Meigs Field until 
Mayor Daley shut down the airport when bulldozers 
tore up the runway at midnight in 2003 and the city 
ultimately turned the land into a nature preserve. 

Although the city highlights that 600,000 trees 
have been planted over the past two decades and 
parks have been added, there’s still room to grow 
and improve. 

Chicago has 11,860 park acres, which translates into 
8.2 percent of the city devoted to parkland, which is 
lower than New Y)rk’s 19.6 percent, according to the 
Trust for Public Land. That comes out to 4.2 acres per 

1.000 Chicagoans. 









Public transportation 

You do your part by avoiding driving and instead taking public 
transportation or riding your bicycle. But does the CTA do its 
part to be green? 

Last year, the CTA provided 521 million rides on buses and 
trains. The agency says a full eight-car train replaces more than 
600 cars while a full 60 -foot articulated bus replaces more than 
70 cars. 

The CTA counts 228 (208 are 6o-foot and 20 are 40-foot) hy- 
brid buses among its fleet of 1,800, spokeswoman Wanda Taylor 
said. As for the other buses, the CTA retrofitted its older buses 
with particulate filters and converted buses to ultra-low sulfur 
diesel engines in 2003, she said. Buses delivered since 2007 have 
clean-diesel engines. However, the agency is in need of funding to 
buy more hybrid buses. 

*Note: Chicago is one of the most bike-friendly cities with 
114 miles of on-street marked bike lanes plus marked shared lanes 
and the lakefront path. 


Green garments

The challenge of a national design con- 
test: create a garment out of newspa- 
per, a recyclable material. 

Four designers, including Chicago’s 
Lara Miller, will have six months to 
come up with a design as part of the 
Do-Gooder Design Challenge by Yes- 
terday’s News, a company that makes 
eco-friendly cat litter from recycled 
newspaper. 

The garments will be auctioned in 
New York in September for a charity 
“Getting involved and working with 
other products that support environ- 
mental awareness and help consumers 
be more environmentally responsible 
is really important to me,” said Miller, 
30, who works at her Wrigleyville stu- 
dio. 

In her collection. Miller uses or- 
ganic materials, makes patterns out of 
recycled craft paper and then re-uses 
old patterns and scrap material from 
previous productions. 

She said she’s never worked with 
newspaper as a material but has been 
thinking of ways to make her gar- 
ments Chicago-centric by playing off 
the skyline and using Chicago news- 
papers, including the comics section. 

Being eco-friendly is more than a 
design challenge. “It’s not just about 
what I wear and what I make as far as 
clothing,” she said. “For me, it’s not 
just a style. It’s a complete lifestyle.”

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Jurist in Biagojevich case 
makes it clear he’s the 
referee, not the boxers

The judge presiding over former Gov Rod 
Blagojevich’s upcoming corruption trial 
made some boxing analogies Wednesday in 
asserting his control over the case. 

U.S. District Judge James Zagel addressed 
combative remarks made by Biagojevich on 
Tuesday by likening the proceedings to a 
boxing match and making it clear he is the 
referee. 

Zagel pointed out that while rules in box- 
ing differ from state to state and from the 
amateur to the professional ranks, certain 


conduct generally is barred, such as head 
butting and kicking. 

“Those rules are enforced by the ref- 
eree, not by the boxers. I am that referee, 
no one else,” Zagel told lawyers in the case 
and Biagojevich. “I will not permit the legal 
equivalent of head butts.” 

The judge directed the defense by May 
14 to provide him with a list of all the un- 
dercover tapes it wants played at the trial, 
scheduled to begin June 3. 

“The only person who can admit evidence 
is me,” said Zagel, suggesting Biagojevich 
wasn incorrect in asserting that prosecutors 
were keeping the tapes out of the case. 

The judge said he would not allow jurors 
hearing the months-long case to have their 
time “needlessly consumed” by evidence 


that is either contrary to the rules or simply 
irrelevant. He reminded the lawyers that 
“trials are designed to produce justice, not a 
winner or loser.” 

Biagojevich had challenged U.S. Attorney 
Patrick Fitzgerald to attend the court hear- 
ing, but it wasn’t surprising that Fitzgerald 
wasn’t there as he is not personally prosecut- 
ing the case. 

After court, Biagojevich said he was “very 
relieved” and grateful that the judge appears 
to be giving the defense a chance to seek to 
play tapes Biagojevich says will show he has 
done nothing criminal. 

“I believe Judge Zagel appears to be a very 
fair man, a very thoughtful man, and he’s 
obviously well-schooled in the law,” Biago- 
jevich said.

Demonstrators 
call for tax hike

SPRINGFIELD Crying “Raise our taxes!” and 
“Show some guts!” thousands of people 
rallied at the state Capitol on Wednesday 
to protest lawmakers’ inaction on a tax 
hike to fix a $13 billion deficit. 

The secretary of state’s police estimated 
15,000 people showed up, making it one 
of the largest rallies in Illinois Statehouse 
history 

Most of those participating in the “Save 
Our State” rally, organized by a coalition 
of more than 200 public-service organiza- 
tions, marched in the streets around the 
Statehouse. They called for an income-tax 
increase to avoid deep budget cuts that 
would hit education, law enforcement and 
services for young children, the elderly, the 
handicapped and the homeless. 

Legislators were in session at the time, 
even as hundreds finished the march by 
crowding into the Capitol, filling three 
floors of the rotunda. 

“It gives me goose bumps,” said Lisa 
Lafrank of Collinsville, a second-year spe- 
cial education teacher who is bracing for 
a second round of layoff notices at her 
school district. ''You realize there are so 
many other organizations facing the same 
cuts and have the same problem.” 

Speakers at the rally pleaded for a House 
vote on a measure, approved by the Senate 
last year, that would increase the personal 
tax rate by two-thirds. 

House Democrats have been reluctant 
to vote on it without support from minor-

ity Republicans, who call for spending re- 
ductions. 

Gov. Pat Quinn has offered his own tax 
proposal, calling for a one-third increase, 
but there is no sign that lawmakers are in- 
terested in voting on that idea either. Even 
if a tax increase were to pass, the deficit is 
so large that some spending and service 
cuts are likely

The 100th homicide of 2010 was recorded 
last week in Chicago, a Red Eye analysis of 
preliminary police data found. It was about 
the same time last year-AprII-that the city’s 
homicide tally moved into triple digits. 

In the last week. Chicago police recorded 
17 homicides, an unusual spate of violence 
for April. Sixteen of the victims died from 
gunshot wounds. One victim, a 78-year-old 
woman, died from asphyxia after a plas- 
tic bag was placed over her head in her 
Edgewater home, according to information 
from the Cook County Medical Examiner’s 
Office. 

Meanwhile. North Lawndale recorded 
three homicides in the last week, including a 
double homicide Sunday in which two men. 
ages 21 and 25. were shot to death, accord- 
ing to a records review. 

Chatham and Greater Grand Crossing 
each saw two homicides In the last week. 
Gunshot deaths also were recorded in 
Auburn Gresham. Avalon Park. East Garfield 





Park, the Lower West Side. Morgan Park. 
New City. Roseland. Washington Park and 
West Englewood. 

Citywide. 34 homicides have been record- 
ed so far this month and 106 this year, as of 
4 p.m. Wednesday. Red Eye found. Chicago 
police recorded 41 homicides in April 2009. 
based on a Red Eye analysis.

Iraqi boy 
healed, 
heading 
home 

□ LANSING, Mich. A 13-year-old Iraqi boy 
brought to Michigan a year ago by a Na- 
tional Guardsman so he could get plastic sur- 
gery to repair scars from a house fire no longer is 
shy about pulling off his beloved Detroit Tigers 
baseball cap. 

Black, glossy hair now grows where only scar 
tissue was before. And Mohammed’s left hand 
and wrist— deformed in the fire when he was 
2 —now can adeptly field baseballs. 

On Sunday, Mohammed will head back to 
Iraq with Army National Guard Major David 
Howell, who brought the shy, slender boy to 
mid-Michigan last April for the life-changing 
surgery 

“He’s really happy that he needs a brush,” 
Howell, 56, of Grand Ledge, said this week as he 
and Mohammed prepared for the journey back 
home to see the boy’s family for the first time in 
a year. 

Mohammed first approached Howell at an en- 
try control point in the Iraqi city of Ramadi in 
November 2008. Mohammed asked Howell— a 
Michigan Army National Guard physician assis- 
tant who was serving his second deployment in 
Iraq— to save him and take him to America. 

Once Mohammed got to Michigan, his life 
changed. 

The teen has gained 26 pounds and grown 
3.5 inches during his year in Michigan. 

Those who helped Mohammed in Michigan 
threw him a send-off ceremony Wednesday in 
Lansing, where they watched a video about him 
and his surgeries prepared by the university 
“I’m a new Mohammed,” he said afterward.

Fan reaction: The Blackhawks faithful frankly are confused. The team that 
has shown up in the playoffs is not the same team that finished the season 
winning six of its last seven games.

Big move for Big Z 


NEW YORK Some questions were left unanswered 
Wednesday after Lou Piniella’s stunning decision to 
send $91 million pitcher Carlos Zambrano to the bull- 
pen to serve as a setup man for Carlos Marmol. 

Those mainly would be: 

» How long will Zambrano stay in the role? 

• Are the Cubs secretly hoping Zambrano eventually 
gets fed up and waives his no-trade clause?

Good 
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Is your sushi 
sustainable? 
Here are 5 fish 
to avoid and 5 
to try instead 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 

If you’re trying to eat more sustainably a sushi 
menu can be a potential minefield. But that 
doesn’t mean you have to throw in the oshi- 
bori and just order the veggie tempura. 

Kassia Perpich, the Shedd Aquarium’s sus- 
tainable seafood coordinator, says the key is 
finding a sushi bar where you feel comfortable asking questions. “It has to 
be some place that you feel good about eating at, and that you trust.” 

Sustainably-minded chefs and servers will be able to answer queries accurately— 
and specifically— adds Dirk Fucik, who sells sustainable maki, nigiri and sashimi for 
carryout at his Lincoln Park shop Dirk’s Fish & Gourmet Seafood (2070 N. Clybourn 
Ave. 773-404-3475). “If you ask where it comes from, and they tell you it comes ‘from 
the ocean,’ then that’s a place I would avoid buying fish from.” 

So how do you know what to ask? For starters, you can download a Right Bite 
card, a pocket guide to smart seafood choices, from sheddaquarium.org. With help 
from Perpich and Fucik, we’ve also compiled a handful of tips on navigating some of 
the most popular items on sushi menus, m. Kathleen pratt is the metromix dining producer.

Sure things 

Mackerel is almost always a good bet because it’s a 
smaller fish, and therefore reaches maturity and re- 
produces faster, resisting the pressures of overfish- 
ing. Scallops are a smart choice too-in fact, they 
act as filters, actually improving the local water 
quality in areas where they’re farmed. Pacific 
halibut, which usually appears on menus as 
hirame, is a winner because of strong regulations 
and stewardship in Alaska, where it’s caught in the 
wild. Just be sure to ask your server about this one. 
Hirame sometimes refers to other flat, white fish.-M.K.p. 


Avoid 

Bluefin tuna. Plain and 
simple: It’s been over- 
fished to the brink of 
endangerment.

Avoid 


Farmed salmon. When 
fish are farmed in an open 
system-meaning they’re 
packed into a net pen in an 
open body of water-there’s 
a shocking amount of waste. 
“The really, really gross statis- 
tic is that one farm creates the 
same amount of raw sewage as 
65,000 people,” Perpich says. 


Avoid 


Eel. These slinky creatures 
also are farmed in open 
systems that allow waste to 
seep into surrounding wa- 
ters. Plus, farmers harvest 
eels from the wild in their 
tiniest state and then raise 
them to maturity, rather than 
starting anew with eggs. 


Avoid 


Imported shrimp. Whether 
farmed (usually in an open 
system) or wild (and most 
likely harvested through 
bottom trawling, which 
wreaks havoc on the ocean 
floor), there’s rarely enough 
oversight to prevent habitat

«« Yellowfin tuna. Just make sure 
it’s troll- or pole-caught. Long-lining, 
the method used to catch bluefin 
and some yellowfin, results in major 
bycatch, the term for fish and other 
animals that are unintentionally caught 
when less selective methods are used.

«« Farmed salmon. Yes, we said 
farmed salmon. This one’s tricky, so 
you need to ask exactly where your 
salmon is coming from. Though you 
want to avoid factory farms, Fucik 
says, it doesn’t get much better than 
Loch Duart, a salmon farm in Scotland 
that practices sustainable aquaculture 
and is certified organic by European stan- 
dards. Wild Alaskan salmon is another good bet, 
Perpich says. 


Instead try 

«« Black cod. Cooked properly, you 
can get this deep-dwelling fish to taste 
a lot like eel. Fucik likes to marinate it 
in miso or teriyaki sauce and crisp it in 
the oven; since most eel is broiled and 
served with a sweet sauce anyway, 
you can hardly tell the difference.

«« Domestic shrimp. U.S. shrimpers 
are subject to tighter regulations-for 
example, they’re required to use turtle 
excluder devices, which allow sea 
turtles and other bycatch to escape 
when caught-so wild Gulf of Mexico 
shrimp get the green light.

Avoid 

Yellowtaii. It’s prized for its rich, 
buttery flavor, but it’s typically farmed 
in an open system. It also carries a 
damaging feed-to-fish ratio: It takes 
up to 20 smaller fishes to feed one 
yellowtaii. 

Instead try 

Sustainably farmed yellowtaii. This is anoth- 
er instance where you need to ask about the 
source. Australian sustainable seafood company 
Cleanseas raises yellowtaii you can feel good 
about; Kona Kampachi, a sustainably raised 
Hawaiian brand of yellowtaii, is another good 
alternative, when available.

We’re betting “Oceans” will be 
slightly less shocking than the Oscar-winning, 
dolphin-slaughtering expose “The Cove.” 

The verdict: It’s incredible to watch birds 
hunt baby sea turtles on their way from land 
to water and an underwater creature tear off a 
crab’s arm— and then punch it in the face! — as 
punishment for trespassing. Seeing dolphins 
swimming and learning that “the ocean smiles 
at the sky” is considerably less revelatory but
